Thanks, Arden, for a clear synopsis on sweep tubes compared to proper xmtxr tubes! 
Yes, it's easy to see the difference. 


You simply have to handle the sweeps carefully, to wit, tune up quickly & 
carefully. For tuneup I use electronic keyer to generate 50% duty cycle signal & 
xmtr into dummy load. I "“precalibrate" my Johnson 275 W Matchbox to antenna to 
get 50 ohms of pure R using MFJ noise bridge. Safe & no QRM. 


Had a Hammarlund HX-50A (shoulda been spelled "Hammerlund" ‘cause that's what I 
wanted to do to it sometimes!). When 6DQ5 got gassy, resting plate current would 
skyrocket, pinning the Ip meter! Tube was trying to turn itself into a barbecue. 


Had the rig for 20 years (some kind of self-punishment, penance?), learned a great 
deal about how to x*not*x design an xmtr. I could never successfully align the 
"bandpass couplers" (overcoupled circuits to get a certain shape of bandpass) even 
following instructions carefully. Probably woulda been easier if I'd had a sweep 
generator. 6 MHz VFO energy leaked into 40 m circuits, unsolvable by me! Halli 
HT-37 or Gonset GSB-100 are much better radios for same price. 


I recall CB "linears" with 10(?) sweep tubes, or? I recall each tube having a 
small front-panel meter to measure cathode current & a cal pot for each tube, also 
on front panel. Impressive to civilians!
